Two or 300 Mulcovites, whom the 
Swedes took Prifoners on the Frontiers, are brought 
to Soly from the King of Sweden's Camp, which is 
ftill at Radoskiwits, where he will continue 3 Weeks 
or a Month longer till the Corn be ripe. His Swe- 
dih Majefty has refus’d to receiya fome Letters 
which an Exprefs brought him from the Cza:, and 
fentthem back unopend. Our Advices from Lem- 
berg of the 16th fay, that M. Talaba, Envoy from 
P. Regotski, arriv’d there the 11th with a numerous 
Retiane, and fplerdid Equipage, and wear thence 
the 14th to meet the Palatine of Belze at Jariflow, 
having firft fent his Baggage, Tents, and Waggons 
waded with ProviGions to the Camp of Nisko oi she 
San; but ‘tis not known when he will go thuker 
himfelf.
